His first real v entu re in show­ 
manship occu rred when he bou ght 
for $1000 Joy ce Heth, aged negro 
woman, repu ted to be the nu rse of 
George W ashington. 
Althou gh 
he 
was only 25 y ears 
old, 
Barnu m 
created his own bally hoo and ex ­ 
hibited his freak 
for considerable 
profit. 
After meeting sev eral rev erses, 
each of which redu ced 
him 
to 
pov erty , Barnu m bou ght the Amer­ 
ican Mu seu m in New York. One of 
tho greatest cu riosities he display ­ 
ed there was his "Fejee Mermaid’’. 
It had tho head of a monkey and 
the body of a fish and was ad­ 
v ertised a« hav ing 
been captu red 
by Japanese fisherman. 
In 1847 he introdu ced Jenny Lind,
